HEALTH INSPECTION & IDENTIFICATION 


In November, the public stockyard inspection force at Indianapolis, Indiana 
found hog cholera in 31 swine. Their reports and consequent tracing led to 
the farm of origin where 44 additional swine were found to be infected with the 
disease. All swine connected with the outbreak were given proper disposition. 


This again demonstrates the importance of vigilant-well trained inspection 
personnel to inspect livestock moving in marketing channels. 


TECHNICAL AND PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 


While most of the training courses scheduled by the Division for the remainder 
of FY 1971 have been canceled due to lack of funds, we have made excellent 
progress to date. We were able to have a Technical Development School for 
Livestock Inspectors, an Epidemiological Orientation for Veterinarians Course, 
three Intermediate Epidemiology Courses, one Laws, Regulations, Policies Course, 
and 15 of 18 Division courses scheduled for the first half of FY 1971 were 
conducted. ARS Supervisory Training Courses scheduled and one-day Civil Rights 
Seminars for Supervisors will be held as planned. 99 State employees attended 
Division courses related to cooperative programs. Stockyard veterinarians and 
Epidemiologists are making periodic presentations in Omaha, St. Paul, Sioux City, 
and Fort Worth for C&MS veterinarians and inspectors receiving training in meat 
inspection activities. These presentations and handout material have been well 
received and do a great deal to improve communication and cooperation between 
the two agencies. C&MS has provided TB Post-Mortem training in FY 1971 for 35 
of our veterinarians, and it is appreciated. There is still much that can be 
done in the area of employee development until funds for training again become 
available as well as in anticipation of training needs required in FY 1972.
